We, the delegated representatives of ths 
Republican party of Illinois, declare the 
following to toe substantially our political 
belief: 


1. That.emancipation and enfranchise- 
ment having been secured by the Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti-

golden days of California. 
In Utah

of precious metals already

from tho hills of the far West, it may 
bo confidently expected that tho yield 
of tho next quarter of a century will, 
with proper energy, nearly or quite 
equal tho last. 
New improvements in 


machinery, the investment of large 
quantities of capital, and tho knowl- 
edge that tho slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains are so many rich deposits 
Of gold and silver, give promise of an 
abund.int return to tho capitalist and 
laborci. This is a happy answer, too, 
to the gloomy auguries of thobo who 
look upon our financial future with dis> 
trust. Tho abundant promise of agri- 
cultural and mineral wealth will tide 
us over difficulties.

Sheriff's posse of sixty men met Walk- 
er Russel's forces in concealment, when 
attack was made, resulting in the wound- 
ing of John Smoot, Willis Russel and 
a man named Juda. 
They refuse to 


surrender to the authorities under any 
circumstances. 


The base of operations is changed 


from Monterey to Gratz Point, eight 
miles north of Monterey.

field rifles, Sheriff's posse and a large 
number of armed citizens, have started 
for that place. It is asserted that there 
will bo a thousand armed citizens in 
pursuit before to-morrow night.
